before Congrcfs, on which it became 
iiccefr^ry for me to abandon either my prin­ 
ciples or iny party, was the fir ft bill for the 
temporary government of LoaiCuna. 
By 
this bill» all the military, civil and judicial 
powers, exerciled by the officers oft he cxill- 
tng government of that territory, were to 
be veiled in fuch perfon or perfons, and ex* 
èreifed in fuch manner as the Prelident of 
the United States fhould tliredl. 
Surely a 
government of this defcription mult be a 
pc?rfe& defpotifm ; and this indeed, wss ad­ 
mitted by its advocates, who juftifitd the 
mtafnre on the ground of necefllty alone.— 
This necefltty 1 could nocdifcover. 
By the 
Uw of nations the iitifnutions of the ceded 
Country would remain in force until ^hanged 
by the legislative power of the United States ; 
ami it could be the work of a few days only 
to dévife forae fyftem of a general nature, 
which (lieuld be competent to the temforary 
government of the territory, and at the firoe 
tuiie cor fonant to the republican principles 
of the Conilitution. The union of legislative, 
executive, judicial, and military powers, in 
an individual, was utterly irreconcilable 
with the fpirit of that inftrument ; and the 
delegation of a power to the President to 
appoint a fupreme governor of the territory, 
was repugnant to its letter; the Conftitu- 
tion having authorised Congrefs to veil the 
appointment of inferior officers only in the 
Prefident alone. 
By the inllituiions of 
ancient Rome, When the Senate received 
information of the conqueft or cefiion of a 
country, they confutted what laws they 
thought proper lhauld be prefcribed, and 
fent commonly ten ambaffsdors, with whofe 
concurrencé the Gcner tl of the troops in the 
conquered or ceded country might fettle 
its concerns. 
The two firil laws which Con­ 
grefs p*(Ted relative to the government of 
Lotiifiana, difpUy a very fii gular improve­ 
ment upon the too republican fyilem af the 
aucient Homans. 
It is a fubjelt of pleafur« 
and of pi ide that I oppofed them ; and I 
am clearly of opinion that the adoption of 
fimilar meafures, by the federalists while 
they held the reins of powgr* would have 
been <coofidered ffy the republiçaot as un- 
^defltioaable evidence of a difpofition to cre­ 
ate a monarchical fyAem of govern ment. 


The celebrated alteration of the Constitu­ 
tion, providing for a diflindt defignation of 
thé ekitoral votes fçr Prefident and Vice- 
Prefident, comet next in order in the pre­ 
fent review. 
The following letter which I 
addrefTed to the Council and Houfe qf Re, 
prefentativei of this State, unfolds the views 
and motives which governed my conduit in 
relation to that fobjeâ. 
The council, al­ 
though they had forwarded to me an induc­ 
tion in the foyn of a requeft to vote in favor 
of the amendment,/or^2i/e tbeir Secretary to 
read to them my reasons for disobeying tbeir 
instructions. 
This conduit may have been 
truly republican, but it will be proper, prr- 
vioufly to the admifli jn of that point, to ex­ 
amine the conftitutional power of the State 
Legi04turet to infl(u4\ Reprefcntatives or 
even Senators in Congrefs, with refpelt to 
amendments to the Conilitutio*. The Con- 
ftitution has declared that “ Congrefs, when­ 
ever two-thiids of boih Houfet flu!) deem it 
neceflary, (ball propofe amendments to this 
Connitutioo, or on the application of two- 
thirds of the LegiiUtures of the fcveral 
States (hall call a convention, fcc," 
Con­ 
grefs are veiled with a perfect difcretion in 
the cafe ; they may propofe amendments 
when thty deem it ntceffaiy. 
Congrefs and 
the State LegtAuures are, coul^itutionally, 
difliuit initiative bodies,as it rrfpeds amend­ 
ments, each completely independent of the 
other.—To juitify the State Lrfgifl^tures in 
inftru&ing even Senators to propofe amend­ 
ment*, the Confutation ihould firft be amend- 
ed, fo as to read thus—Congrefs, whenever 
the State Legislatures shall instruct th^m to 
deem it necessary, Oiall propofe amendments, 
kc* 1 (hall at this time only add th-it I ha»e, 
«pon mature rrâeélion, altered the opinion 
avowrd iu the following letter, that the a- 
inendaierit is not m Jtertally injurious to the 
small States ,* and I fli<*U devote my next 
letter to an exhibition < I the reafons wUch 
pjoduCvü ti, in}' m,#.J '.to* 1 alteraù-jü.

I DULY received a communication froi 
His Excellency the Governor, covering 
rcfolutiott of the Couucil and General A fl 
fembiy, ircftruding the Senators, and rr^ueftJ 
ing the Reprefentativei of the people of thi 
State, in Congrefs, to ufe their exertions t( 
obtain an amendment to the Conftitution ol 
the United States providing for a diftim 
^ defignation of the votes for Prefident and 
Vice-Prefident. 
Previoufly to the arrival 
of this coniinunicatien, a refolution provi­ 
ding for that o b j-a had paded the Houfe of 
Representatives by a large conflitutidnal 
majority, and was fent to the Senate for| 
their confideration ; for that refolution m 
vote was given. 
The Senate did not adf 
upon the refolution, but originated » nr 
one, contemplating another material altera- 
tion in the Conllttution, conne&rd with tl, 
principle of defignation. 
The alteration t. 
which 1 allude isaprovif»on that in cufe the 
Houfi of Rcpref»nta;ives (hall not make 
choice of Prefident, when the ri^ht of mak­ 
ing fuch choice devolves upon tiftm, before 
the fourth day of March, the Vice-IVtident 
ele£t (hall be Prefident for the next four 
years. 
To the relolution from the Senate, 
mjfelf and fix other members of my own po* 
litical fentiuients, four from MafTiic.hufettSi 
,one from Pennfylvanis. and one from V ir­ 
ginia, after making fruiileis attempts to a* 
mend it, were compelled by the d ilates of 
confcience to give our decided diflent : And 
it becomes me, in the peculiar Situation in 
which 1 Hand, refpedtfully to oiFcrr to the 
Legiflnture of the State which I have the 
honor to reprefent, the reafons for iny con* 
du£V. 


We wrre all attached to the great princi« 
pie of defignation, but we thougit the addi-| 
tional proviiiun of the Senate calculated toj 
re produce the fame evil which tkat princi­ 
ple was intended to remove, by creating new] 
probabilities of the introduction of a man t< 
the PrtTidcncy, who was never contemplated! 
as a Suitable candidate for that office, either} 
by the people or the clc&ors. 
We urgf 
that the day would probably foon arrive, 
when new political interefts would arife in] 
out country, and numerous candidates b< 
prefented Ior the Preiidency. 'I'hut upon thej 
eftablittitncht of the principle ot difcriminaJ 
tion, the office ot Vice-President would be­ 
come of minor consideration, and the public | 
attention woula be turned up.in all the moil 
prominent chara&ets in th Union, metcly 
as candidates for that of PrelMent.
